Gentlemen: 

I 'have received a communication from the City of Westfield, a copy 
of which is enclosed for your files. The City of Westfield is request- 
ing permission to increase the amount of water storage at Montgomery 
Reservoir by decreasing the spillway capacity thru raising of the flash- 
boards on the spillway. I discussed this matter via telephone with 
Mr. Phelon, Supt. of the Water Department and pointed out to him that 
for the past decade, your Board has been recommending to the City of 
Westfield that the spillway capacity of this dam be increased. Over 
the past ten years, the City has taken no steps whatsoever to follow the 
recommendations of your Board by either building additional spillway 
capacity or by properly repairing the stone masonry wall along the top 
of the dam which served to save the dam in the flood of August 1955. 

Mr. Phelon requested that my opinion be given to them in writing and 

the enclosed copy of the communication to Mr. Phelon is self-explanatory. 

I know that the City of Westfield could benefit by storing additional water 
at Montgomery Reservoir. However, from a safety and an engineering 
viewpoint, 1 could not recommend to your Board to permit the City to 
decrease spillway capacity by raising flashboards and partly plugging the 
spillway with sand bags. 

The City should be directed, in the near future, to take the necessary 
steps to increase spillway capacity or to repair the stone masonry wall 
along the top of the dam. 

In your letter-report sent to the City of Westfield, dated Nov. 24, 1965, 
it was pointed out to the City Officials in the next to the last paragraph

that some positive action must be taken during 1966 to either replace 
the protective wall or build auxiliary spillway capacity. If such action 
is not taken by the City in the present calendar year, then the under- 
signed will recommend to your Board that firm steps be taken to require 
the City to at least repair the stone masonry wall along the top of the dam. 
This will represent a very small investment and will protect a dam that 
would cost hundreds of thousands of dollars to rebuild, should it be 
destroyed by flood. Also, property downstream, as well as the lives of 
persons downstream will be protected from a major disaster that could 
result if this dam gave way during flood flow conditions, as the result of 
inadequate maintenance and improper spillway capacity. It is hard to 
understand why the Officials of Westfield have not made a modest appro- 
priation to protect the tremendous investment they now have in this dam 
at Montgomery Reservoir.

The undersigned met with the Water Commissioners, the City Engineer 
and members of the City Council on Tuesday evening, April 30, 1968, in 
the Westfield Municipal Building for the purpose of discussing the desirable 
improvements to the above subject dam, in order to increase the spillway 
capacity. 

The City Engineer submitted a written letter-report outlining three possibi- 
lities for improving spillway capacity. These included the construction of 
a second spillway at the right end of the dam, the reconstruction of the 
stone masonry wall on a suitable foundation, or the raising of the dam em- 
bankment by 18" to provide for the diversion of extreme flood flows around 
the right end of the embankment as was done by the old stone masonry wall 
in August of 1955. 

The undersigned advised the Board of Water Commissioners that either of 
the three solutions would be satisfactory and that it would appear logical 
for them to accept the solution that would be the least costly. This solution 
would be the raising of the dam embankment by 18". 

I advised the Board and the City Engineer that in doing the work of raising 
the embankment, the entire top of the dam surface should be stripped of 
all turf, loam and gravel. The stripped surface should then be roughed up 
and the central portion of the embankment along its entire length should be 
raised in 6" lifts with impervious material thoroughly and properly com- 
pacted in place. 
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As the impervious material is placed in 6" layers, the upstream, and down- 
stream portions of the top of the embankment should be raised with com- 
pacted sandy gravel. After three 6" layers of these materials have been 
compacted in place, then loam could be restored to the top of the embank- 
ment on each side of the traveled roadway and gravel could be compacted 
in the roadway location. 

The old stone masonry wall could be torn apart and the stones taken down 
the slope of the embankment to the toe area on the downstream side where 
they could be spread and used as toe fill to improve the toe area of the em- 
bankment. 

The undersigned pointed out that recommendations for improvement to the 
dam and for increasing the spillway capacity have been made for more 
than 10 years and that a similar conference had been held 5 or 6 years 
ago with no actual work being done. I expressed a sincere hope that the 
present Board of Water Commissioners and City officials would move 
ahead this summer with the construction work as discussed. 

When the work does proceed, the undersigned will be contacted by the 
City Engineer and inspections of the work will be made.

The Board of Water Commissioners request your written approval 
to correct the problems by using Alternative (c) which follows: 

Alternative (c) Raising Dam Elevation., 

Additional spillway capacity can be accomplished by removing the 
present ornamental wall and then raising the present height of 
the Dam up to a limit of not greater than 1* - 6" higher than 
the present top elevation© This additional height could have 
the effect of increasing the present spillway although the beams 
of the bridge would tend to lessen the benefits of the higher 
elevation* However, on the westerly end of the Dam an additional 
emergency spillway could be shaped with soil materials to give 
the total capacity which is required by the County Commissioners*, 
This spillway built from impervious soil materials and loamed 
and seeded would be the equal or superior to the conditions that 
prevailed during the flood of August, 1955 ° This solution has 
been discussed with the Engineer for the County Commissioners 
some several years ago« It is the suggestion of this office that 
if this alternative is considered prior agreement by the County 
Commissioners should first be obtained. This work could be done 
at an estimated cost of $7,000„00.

Gentlemen: Montgomery 

I have this date received a copy of the communication from the Westfield 
Water Department to your Honorable Board setting forth the manner in 
which improvements will be made at the above subject dam to provide for 
increased spillway capacity in time of flood flow conditions. 

The method suggested by the Water Department will provide for the re- 
moval of the deteriorated ornamental wall along the downstream edge of 
the top of the dam and then the raising of the present height of the dam 
up to a limit of not greater than 1 ft. 6 in. higher than the present top 
elevation. On the westerly end of the dam an additional emergency spill- 
way would be shaped with soil materials to give the total capacity needed 
for extreme flood flow conditions. 

The letter indicates that the Board of Water Commissioners wishes 
County agreement in the proposed work. 

The method as proposed is satisfactory and is in accordance with the dis- 
cussion during a recent conference between the undersigned and officials 
of the City of Westfield. The suggestion from the Board of Water Com- 
missioners is that the increase in height of the dam. be not greater than 
1 ft. 6 in. above the present elevation. In my opinion, this should read 
at least 1 ft. 6 in. higher than the present top elevation. 
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Also, in doing the work, the new fill should be compacted in thin layers 
and should be bound to the present embankment following removal of the 
present surface earth, loam and gravel. Following the raising of the dam 
the top surface materials could then be restored. 

Care must be taken to obtain a good tight erosion-resistant surface of the 
fill at the westerly end of the dam embankment so that when flood flow 
conditions do occur and the emergency spillway operates, there will be 
no erosion of the raised portion of the embankment on the sloping face of 
the spillway side toward the embankment. 

It is recommended that the Westfield Water Commissioners be advised to 
proceed with the raising of the dam and that when the work is to be done, 
the undersigned should be notified so that periodic inspections can be made 
as needed.

Gentlemen: 

The City of Westfield has now completed the recommended work at 
the Reservoir Dam located in the Town of Montgomery. The collapsing 
stone wall which formerly extended along the length of the dam at the 
downstream edge of the top of the embankment has been completely 
removed. The stones of the wall have been broken apart and placed on 
the downstream toe of the embankment on each side of the gatehouse. 
The disposal of the old stone wall in this manner has improved the toe 
area of the embankment. 

The top of the embankment has been raised to an elevation equal to the 
elevation of the top of the old stone wall. 

At the right end of the embankment a curved section of the old stone 
wall has been left in place. This is a sound section of the wall and will 
serve as a training and an abutment wall for flood flow water passing 
around the right end of the embankment whenever run-off from the 
drainage area exceeds the capacity of the principal spillway. 

The raised portion of the dam has been well compacted and the top 
surface has been covered with stone dust. The sloping faces of the 
raised portion have been loamed and seeded. A good growth of grass 
is developing. 
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In summary, work at the Montgomery Dam of the Westfield Water Dept. 
has been completed in a workmanlike manner and all recommendations 
have now been complied with.

Gentlemen : 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 253j Section 45, 
et eeq. of the General Laws, Tercentenary Edition, relative to 
the inspection, condition and safety of the dams of Hampden County, 
you are hereby advised that your Storage Reservoir Dam located 
within the Town of Montgomery, has been inspected recently by our 
Engineer and your attention is called to the conditions noted and 
recommendations made by him. 

"The embankment was noted to be well shaped and well 
trimmed, with no brush growth whatsoever upon the sloping 
downstream side nor upon the top along the road edges. 
The raised portion now blends in well with the original 
embankment. The trap rock chip and dust surfacing on top 
of the raised embankment was found to be o.k. 

Repair work is needed on the spillway. For a distance of 
about 235 ft. more or less downstream from the spillway 
crest, the joints in the grouted rock floor and the side 
slope paving should be repaired where necessary. Immediately 
below the crest of the spillway the floor* is broken sufficient- 
ly whereby overflowing water passes under the floor and no 
doubt is undermining the grouted stone masonry forming the 
floor of the chute. 

The flashboard installation on the spillway crest is at the 
normal elevation. Water level In storage Is considerably 
below crest elevation, probably 4 ft. more or less. If repairs 
to the concrete hute are not made in the very near future, 
the overflow which will take place during the spring of 1970 
will cause further undermining and further damage to the floor 
and side walls of the paved chute. 

The toe of the embankment was carefully examined for seepage. 
Conditions are fair. The toe is wet to the right of the gatehouse 
A slow trickle of water was observed. The toe water puddles In 
small embankment surface depressions and trickles slowly from one 
to another as It flows down to the stream below the gatehouse. 



The broken stone masonry from the old wall, placed at the 
toe, has Improved the toe conditions. 

It would he advisable in the near future to install a toe 
drain, particularly along the bottom of the embankment to 
the right of the toe gatehouse. This could be done by ex- 
cavating a trench along the toe, probably 3 ft. to 3-1/2 ft. 
in depth. The bottom of the trench would be filled with 
about 12 inches of gravel and then a perforated drainpipe could 
be installed. The trench would then be backfilled completely 
with gravel. The discharge end of the pipe would be directed 
to the brook downstream of the toe gatehouse. Further improve- 
ments could be made, following the installation of the drain, 
by placing gravel and then additional broken stone on the wet 
toe area . 

It is recommended that the Westfield Water Dept. be advised 
.of the need for repairs to the spillway chute and the Dept. 
should schedule these repairs for the present year if at" all 
possible. Repairs should be made to that portion of the spill- 
way chute directly below the crest where serious undercutting 
of the floor is taking place, within the next few weeks. The 
work at the toe of the dam including the toe drain could be 
planned for 1970. " 

The County Commissioners concur in the recommendation of the County 
Hydraulic Engineer. Kindly take the necessary steps to correct the 
unsatisfactory condition of the spillway floor just below the spill- 
way crest before winter of this year. Remaining spillway repairs 
and recommended improvements at the toe of the dam should be * made 
during 1970. 

Any further information concerning this matter which you may desire 
will be furnished upon request.
